WASHINGTON, June 6.—No force the Spanish Gen. Pando has can with- 
stand Gen. Shafter’s army, now aboard ship, in a pitched battle. The Spanish com- 
mander, Lieutenant-General Pando, is a political general. He is a man of ability. 
He will make a desperate defense. Gen. Linares, the second in command, is a 
young brigadier, known among his fellows as a good soldier. 

The country about Santiago is suited to a defnese. It is rolling, with numerous 
ravines. Between Santiago and the sea there is not much timber. The great hope 
is that Pando will give battle. Should he hold back and carry on strictly defensive 
operations, Gen. Shafter will have a haid time with the expedition. 

If his troops enter the city he will find every house top a fort. Santiago houses 
are mostly one-story high, with thick brick walls and flat roofs, surrounded by a 
parapet. The roofs will be occupied by soldiers. The narrow streets will afford no 
shelter. The British realized what this house-top fighting meant at Buenos Ayres. 

Gen. Whitehead’s army, early in the present century, suffered heavy loss in 
the streets of the city from the house tops. Knowing all this the President’s mili- 
tary advisers are hoping that prolonged fighting wi!! be avoided, Shafter has rough 
artillery to overwhelm the Spaniards in the open. Pando has but few light pieces, 
or mountain artillery, to be carried on mule back. 

The American troops will be frightfully hampered with heavy woolen suits. The 
Spanish soldiers will fight in light seersuckeg, Their hats are the only seasonable 
article of clothing the Americans have. i 

When the Santiago expedition has sailed all efforts will be concentrated on the 
Porto Rico and Manila expeditions. There is no disposition to move on Havana. 
A member of the cabinet said to me: “We are disposed to think that the capture of 
Santiago and the destruction of Cervera’s squadron and the occupation of Porto 
Rico will obviate the necessity of an advance on Havana. 

“Our military authorities state that 125,000 men would be required to operate 
against Havana. The Spanish engineers consider that the fortifications could resist 
75,000 infantry unprovided with siege guns. The recent works thrown up have, 
of course, added greatly to the strength of the defense of the city. 

“Blanco can not send reinforcements to Santiago. Gen. Pando will have to 
struggle on with his present command. I do not make any prophesies as to peace, 
but the prospect of the success of our arms is now most encouraging.”

They are marked by great beauty of design, some of the blades 
ght with figures emblematic of the famous battle in Manila Bay, while the | 
hilt and scabbard, combining steel, gold and silver, are studded with jewels and high- 
ly-wrought marine emblems, such as Neptunes, dolphins, mermaids, capstans, an- 
etc. Thus far the department has not taken up the matter of selecting a de- 
sign as the board for this purpose has not been named.

We had just lost sight 
of land on May 28 when a war ship hove 
in sight that we took for an American. Our 
cap®in was greatly excited and began to 
pray until I discovered that the stranger 
flew the Spanish flag. It proved to be the 
torpedo boat destroyer Terror. 

“She steamed up alongside and an officer 
was sent aboard. I was dressed as a sailor 
and had taken a position at the masthead. 
After an examination of the boat the 
Spaniards left her and we headed for Santa 
Cruz. There I boarded the Madiana and 
found a number of newspaper correspon- 
dents and artists aboard. 

“The Spanish Alcalde had sent a tele- 
gram to the Danish authorities. He sald 
to hold me upon arrival as a horse thief. 
Maj. Moore the United States Consui at 
St. Thomas positively refused to surrender 
me, and even took me in a boat himself 
out to the Madiana.”’

Out at Cote Brilliante, Theodosia and 
Garfield avenues, at the intersection of 
Goodfellow, many houses are ertirely sur- 
rounded by water and not a few ere 
threatened with submersion. 

The occupants go to and from their 
homes in skiffs and on improvised wooden 
‘Parges. 

The cellars of over 40 dwellings are filled 
with from six to eight feet of water. 

The lives of women and childrer are en- 
dangered. Thus far three have had

thrilling escapes from watery graves, 
Property to the value of several thousand 
dollars is in rulns and the stagnant waters 
are making gradual inroads on the health 
of the people. Many women are [il with 
malarial fever, while scores of children 
are confined to their homes with severe 
colds. The picture is not exaggerated 

The city officials have turned a deaf ear 
to constant appeals ifor relief. Drainage is 
all that is required to remedy the frightful 
evils. The streets mentioned are low and 
swampy. They have never been graded, al- 
though the property holders claim they 
have paid money to the municipa] authori- 
tles for reconstruction. 

The heavy spring rains have 
made the roadways impassable, but 
before have they caused any damage 
property. The cesspools gradually 
creased their volume this year until

waters rose above the sidewalk level and 
Ooverfiowed into the yards and cellars. The 
big downpour of rain last Saturday height- 
ened the prevailing misery.

THE PRESS CENSORSHIP. 


Newspapers and their readers have accepted in the spirit 
of patriotism, as a necessity of warfare with a cunning and 
deceitful foe, the maintenance of a censorshi over war news. 

But the popular acceptance of a press eonllesiite is limited 
to @ prudent supervising of news solely with the view of pre- 
venting premature publication of information concerning cam- 
paign plans and movements, which might be valuable to the 
enemy. 

Beyond this strict necessity of war the people do not ap- 
prove the censorship of news. They look upon it as wholly 
unusual and under ordinary circumstances un-American. The 
American people are a part of their Government. They are 
sovereign and are entitled to full information with regard to 
the conduct of every branch of Government. 

American experience combines with reason to prove the 
necessity of publicity in Government. Publicity is the most 
potent factor in securing honesty and efficiency in Govern- 
ment. 

The limit of press censorship is quickly reached. It must 

be confined to actual necessity in suppressing news of strategic 
intentions and movements, It is easy to overstep the mark, 
and to make it an instrument of oppression and of corruption 
and incompetence. 
The public has a right to know the exact conditions existing 
in the Army and Navy, the full results of war movements and 
the conduct of officers and men. The strategic points which 
require a censorship are few. Its continuation longer than is 
necessary will not be brooked.

The House of Delégates held a special 
meeting at il o’clock ednesday forenoon 
to hupry toward passage the Dill appro- 
priating money for the expenses of the 
charter amendment election. It was not 
hurried to any extent. 

Mr. Watson, Chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee which had reported the 
bill favorably, moved it be referred back to 
his committee for further consideration. 
He said he thought the amount sought to 
be appropriated was too large and sug- 
gested the committee be instructed to con- 
fer with the Comptroller. He took } 
ticular exception to the item providing 
$4000 for booths. 

The motion was adopfed and the House 
adjourned to Friday night. 

Secretary Saunders of the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissio s said, when asked about 
the $4000, that the board had found it neces- 
sary to purchase between 1530 and 200 new 
booths to replace those worn out, and had 
ordered the railings which the law required, 
but which had neve en used. The cost 
of the rajlings was included in the item of 
“booths.
